The specimens: were drawn from a 
tap on Monday I lie 27th of August at, 
noon; they were clear and colorless, 
free from odour or offensive taste. 
After passing the water through a 
piece of tine llannel during an hour, an 
object lelise whose magnifying power 
is 20 linear or 1 00 superficial enlarge 
inents, brought in view over a 
square one quarter of an inch in size, 
several fibre* and mossy structures 
shewing no symptoms of decomposi- 
tion. Eight separate drops of the wa- 
ter in which the flannel hail been 
shaken, contained each several varieties 
of Kotiferu and their very numerous 
eggs or spawn. The "itionocerca rat- 
tus" were most numerous and being 
transparent their eggs were seen in 
various stages. 

A very minute fish resembling the 
"Callidina elegans" and several "cono- 
chilus" were darting about or actively 
rotating. 

No animalcuhe could be found ex- 
cepting the varieties of Rotifer t 
named; on the authority of I>r. Car- 
penter, who is one of the best we have 
on microscopic developmants these 
creatures "are mostly found in collee 
tions of fresh water, and rather in such 
as are free from actively decomposing 
matter than in those which contain 
organic substances in a putrescent 
.state." A test fur "smell" as directed 
by the Society of Public Analysis in 
England was made by tilling a perfect- 
ly clean glass stoppered bottle with 
water from the tap. This was placed in 
a hot water bath until its contents were 
raised to a temperature of 100' Karen 
The result was, innumerable bright 
globules clung to tin.' inner surface of 
the bottle — proving the water to be 
well terated. After shaking it rapidly, 
on the stopper being withdrawn the 
"smell" was found to be "none" thus 
denoting absence of all polluting mat- 
ter such as sewage, peat or mud would 
evolve.

THE OPPOSITION PROGRAMME. 

Tho Guardian, the Standard and the 
indiacroot Mr. Bole have lot the opposi- 
tiun cat out of the bag. The public now 
know exactly tins fortune that ia in Btoro 
for thorn should the defeated grit faction 
ever again succeed in grouping the reins of 
government. Tlio Guardian declares that 
Victoria ia robbing JSuw Wtmtmiiiator of 
the capital and the mainland of its 
revenue. Mr. Hole says that the main- 
land was robbed to build royal roads 
about Victoria and wildly proclaims the 
doctrine of secession. The Guardian as- 
Herta that the mainland is being plucked 
by the island and declares that the 
plucked must henceforth be the phicker. 
Mr. Bole shrieks that the settlement bill 
is unjust to the mainland and the Guar- 
dian responds that it must benpsot when 
the house meets. This, then, ia the op- 
position platform: to defeat the island 
railway; the drydock to continue pro- 
vincial property; the railway lauds to re- 
main locked up and "war" to be renewed 
with Canada. The Standard of this city 
ondorses the sentiments of its mainland 
coinpeerandis the lat tor's mouthpiece. The 
leader of the opposition still remains to 
be hoard from; but as ho ia a largo 
owner of real estate at Port Moody it will 
bo doing that gifted gentleman no injus- 
tice if it is taken for granted that he 
shares tho opinions and sentiments of the 
nppositioiiorgaiissofarusthey relate to tho 
Island railway. The banner of sectional- 
ism, unrelieved by any consideration for 
island interests, has boon raised, and tho 
opposition organs call on tho people to 
hold public meetings everywhere and do 
nounco the government whoso policy has 
brought the blessings of peace and plenty 
to every household. Tho country is 
afflicted by the presence of a few needy 
and noisy adventurers, the whole aim of 
whose exertions is to possess themselves 
of tho public revenue for the enrichment 
of themselves and friends. A singular 
suit has just boon hoard in the Supreme 
Court here. It was that of a publie man 
who having lived upon the country for 
twenty odd years brought suit to recover 
compensation for the time consumed in n 
pleasure jaunt to England and France the 
expenses of which the province had al- 
ready provided with a lavish hand. This 
ia tho class who are creating the presold, 
bobbery. They tried to "run" tho recent 
Westminster meeting, but wore defeated 
by tho force of sensible public opinion. 
They will try and control tho house at the 
next session ; but there, us at Westmins- 
ter, they will find themselves in a misera- 
ble minority. The country ia bound 
to prosper in spite of all these greedy 
cormorants can do. Their intluenco will 
have about as much otl'ect in preventing 
tho triumph of the government policy as 
a lly would have in stopping the revolu- 
tions of the universe. In the distribution 
of money under the settlement bill the 
mainland has been treated more than 
fairly, it has got not only its own share, 
but tho island's as well. It takes the 
whole sum of §340,000 dredged by Mr. 

Suiithe and his colleagues fr the depths 

of Esqtiimalt harbor, where it had been 
thrown by their predecessors. Yet the 
island docs not complain. Its surrenders 
its title to one-half that largo sum without 
a murmur of discontent, well knowing 
that an expenditure which will benefit one 
section directly will do good to the other 
section indirectly. Not a single dollar 
of the $760,000 to be paid by the Domin- 
ion Government towards the construction 
of the Island railway will pass into thn 
provincial treasury, or bo available for 
roadwork on the island. It is distinctly 
Dominion expenditure; and it is worthy 
of remark that while $760,000 constitutes 
the entiro sum that the Dominion pro- 
poses to expend on the island upon rail- 
way account, its contract with Ouderdonk 
it Co., for building tho railway on the 
mainland, is nearly §12,000,000 ! And 
yut the Guardian, the Standard and Mr. 
Bole have the unexampled impudence to 
tell tho people of the mainland that they 
are being badly used; that the island gets 
everything and the mainland nothing; 
that the island is the pampered child and 
the mainland the starved step-daughter uf 
two governments. It is fortunate for the 
country that the men who are engaged iu 
this discreditable enterprise do not con- 
trol popular opinion to any marked ox 
tent. They are the representatives of a 
defeated faction who fattened upon the 
spoils of oflice while the country literally 
went tu the dogs. The present govern- 
ment have inaugurated a policy which is 
bringing prosperity to both sections, and 
the people's representatives will endorse 
and conform to that policy as often as they 
ure requested to do so. The ravings of Mr. 
Bole and the Guardian, and the feeble 
echo of the Standard will have as little 
success in hampering the government as 
tho old woman's broom had in beating 
back the ocean's How. Ill spite of all that 
thoy can do or say, island and mainland 
aro contented, prosperous and happy, and 
their union is firmly cemented by a fool- 
ing of loyalty and common interest. 



A STEAMER WUEcKED. 

St. John, N. F., Sept. 7.— Tho Canimn 
struck this morning iu a dense fog. A 
heavy sea is running. Tho passengers and 
crew had to leap for life, and saved noth- 
ing. The ship sank without giving time 
to procure provisions. Captain Furquhnr 
exhibited great skill and coolness, and the 
safety and lives of the passengers and 
crow aro due to him. 

Tho wrecked vessel sailed from Halifax 
on Monday evening, with fourteen passen- 
gers and a large and valuable cargo of 
general merchandise. The passengers and 
crow will arrive on tho Tropassy. The 
vossul was owned by tho Quobec and 
Guelpll Fort Steamship Company, and 
was chartered by Cromwell. 

St. John, N. F. , Sept. 7.— The last 
French banker arriving at St. Pierre roads 
accounts for another batch of lifty four 
lives. Ono vessel alone lost twelve men. 
The brig Gabriel rode out tho two storms 
of Sunday and Thursday, but had both 
moats carried avs ay and the decks swept 
of everything. The fate of the crew is 
unknown, but it ia reported they were 
taken off by the steamer Cabot, just dis- 
patched to St. Mary's bay to bringdown 
to St. John the passengers and crow of 
the Coiilin. 

St. John, N, F., Sept. 8.— The steam- 
erCaniina, Capt. Farquhar, was totally 
wrecked this morning. She struck on 
Ciull island, at the mouth uf St. Mary's 
bay, and Blink almost instantly. The 
passengers, crew and captain all got ashore 
i.n the island rock about a mile from 
and. Tho schooner Thistle was despatch, 
d to the Wreck to render assistance. The 
.chooner Lizzie was stranded to day on 
t ho west aide of Miquillon. 



EUROPE. 

I'akis, Sept. 7 - — Tho Union, a legiti- 
mist publication, has not recognized the 
Count of Paris as chief of tho house of 
Bourbon in Franco. 

Hon Carlos, tho Spanish pretender, is 
here. French loyalists abstain from visit- 
ing him. lie has written a loader to tho 
Legitimists in Spain, declaring that to' be- 
longs to Spain alone, lie will belong to 
her always. 

Paws, Sept. 7. — It is said that Dr. Sur- 
mand, French civil commander fur Toii- 
quin, planned the expedition to Hue, or- 
dered the assault on Hue, and concluded 
the treaty wiih An nam on his own roup, n 
sibility. Tho government is extremely 
annoyed . 

Pakih, Sept. 7.— Tho Count of Paris 
informed a friend that ho did not attend 
Chambord's funeral because tho king of 
Fiance cannot take a second [il.icu Uiilusa 
he repu diates the title. 

AiiKAM, Sept. 7. — There wore anfi 
Magyar disorder.) at Itoduja to day. 
Troops were called but the peasants drove 
back tho troops and hussars, and then at- 
tacked a body of infantry. Several were 
killed and wounded on both sides. 

Vienna, Sept. 7. — Fight hundred work- 
men assembled in the suburbs of tho city 
to-day and engaged iu riotous demonstra- 
tions. They refused to disperse, where- 
upon the troops charged, scattering tho 
mob. 

Berlin, Sept. 7. — In view of recent 
events in Toiiquin the German envoy to 
Pokin, now on a furlough, has boeu or- 
dered to return to his post. 

Pakis, Sept. 8. - King Alfonso nml 
suite arrived this morning and wore mot 
at the railway .station by General Pitton, 
in behalf of President Grevy,by the Duke 
do Fornan, and Nunez, tho Spanish am- 
bassador, and a large deputation of Span- 
ish residents. 

Tsing, Chinese ambassador, under 
instructions of his government, has de- 
manded the withdrawal of Franco from 
the Hue treaty. Ferry, French prime 
minister, refused to comply, but assured 
Marquis Tsing that France is willing to 
give China all necessary guarantees for 
the integrity of her frontier. Hum us are 
current that the minister will resign. 

L< in i ion , Sept. — Queen Victoria has 
subscribed £2,000 for the relief of distress 
in Fgypt caused by cholera. 

Canada- 

Halifax, Sept. 8.- Steamer Lauipart, 
from Baltimore for London, arrived hero 
to-day in distress. One hundred cattle, 
shipped to Linghiuil & Co., from Boston, 
were lost at sea on Wednesday the 22nd. 
A gale struck the ship, increasing in fury 
as the day advanced, ami the steamer was 
frequently swept by seas of fearful power. 
Afterwards the storm grew worso,tho wind 
blowing with terrific violence, and tin- sea 
rising to a fearful height which threaten- 
ed every moment to swamp tho steamer. 
At eleven o'clock tho storm was at iis 
height, and from that hour until daylight 
tho vessel was at. tin: mercy of tho waves. 
( i real waves swept the ship, carry ing of!' l.'tO 
out of 170 head of cattle, and badly injur- 
ing a number of her crew. Second Officer 
Jones had Ilia collar bone broken. Wil- 
liam Morgan, w ho had charge of the cat 
tie, describes the scones of that night as 
terrible. The waves were tremendous in 
size, and as they swept over tho ship they 
would heave a great portion of the cattle 
pens on their sides, hold them for a mo- 
ment, and then hurl them with their liv- 
ing contents with awful violence In the 
dei k. The next wave would carry off the 
bleeding and dying animals, and in the 
twinkling of an eye the stock went over- 
board with the pens, ami in the morning 
all that remained numbered -10, out ol 
which 4 have since died, leaving but ltd 
out of 170 cattle taken out of Baltimore 
only two weeks ago. During the storm 
all but two boats were either carried 
away or disabled in the early part of tin 
storm. A great portion of the bulwarks 
and the wheel were carried away, and 
other damages suffered. Thursday morn- 
ing the storm abated somewhat, and !>o 
tween eight and nine o'idock the engines 
broke down, ami the steamer was then al- 
most !500 miles from Halifax. A sail- 
mast was rigged and she was lo aded for 
Halifax. Thursday afternoon the water 
continued pouring over her into the stoke 
holeand put out the lire by w hich the steam 
pump was run, but the steamer kept on 
until temporary masts were made, and on 
Monday, four days after the machinery 
had broken down, the engines were start 
ed again, and the vessel made all haste 
for Halifax. She probably will be here 
some days to repair damages to her ma 
chinery and other damages. Her cargo 
was shifted, and portions will have to be 
reatovved. 



Eastern States- 



Fayettevillb, N. C. , Aug. 2G. — Mr. 

.lames S. Knight, of Chatham County, has 
lost all six of his children . Three of 
them were taken with diphtheria last 
week and died ill quick succession, Vila 
torday two of the remaining three child- 
ren were playing in the yard, the mother 
being inside the Ionise with tho youngest. 
A scream hastened her out, only hi lind 
the children in the agonies of death, ihej 
having been bitten by a rattlesnake. 
When the distracted mother returned to 
the house she saw that a large pot of boil- 
ing soap had fallen from the lire and 
burned or scalded tho baby beyond re- 
covery. 

Salt Lake, Sept. 8 Passengers from 
Montana to day roport that forest tiros 
arc raging for miles iu that territory, and 
thousands of acres aro being denuded of 
timber. As a result of these fires all 
kinds of wild game are being driven 
into tho opon prairie whore they are be- 
ing slaughtered in large numbers. 

Helena, Mont., Sept 7. -The Villard 
train left Livingston this morning and 
made the ascent of tho Bell range of 
mountains in perfect safety. The trains 
were subdivided and three locomotives 
attached to each. The distance, five 
miles, is almost a loop, and the grade is

The names of the petit jurors were 
called. 

\l IKSLA l*UH 1 UK. 
D. Lavill was placed at the bar charged 
with manslaughter and pleaded not 
guilty. 

The attorney general assisted by Mr. 

E. Harrison appeared for the crown and 
Mr. Then. Davie for the prisoner. 

The following jury were sworn after a 
number of jurors had been challenged 
both by the crown ami by the defence: 
John Blackmore, William White, Tims. 
Perry, Win. K. Colvlii, Joseph Rhode 
(foreman), 1!. P. Andrews, Jas. Johnston, 

F. Ciistletou, Wui. Maiisou, John ti . 
Taylor and Tims. Flewiu, 

Tho prisoner was charged with having 
on ttie -list August feloniously assaulted 
uue Johnstone Robertson mid also w ith 
making an assault on the said Johnstone 
Robertson by striking In in and beating 
him, and casting him to and from tho 
ground, thcroby inflicting such injuries as 
caused Ilia death . 

The attorney general suggested that the 
jurors not in tho box be dismissed till Id 
o'clock Wednesday morning. 

His lordship dismissed the jurors ac- 
cordingly . 

Mr. Harrison in addressing tin- jury 
said the prisoner was charged viitli a* 
Banking anil beating Johnstone Robert 
soil and thereby causing hisdeath which in- 
volved manslaughter and common as- 
sault. The law regarded all homicide as 
murder unless extenuating circumstances 
were shown in which case it became man- 
slaughter. He then accurately dulinud 
the condition of the crime of manslaught- 
er as laid down by I he authorities. The 
facta were that on the evening of 'JUt 
August Johnstone Robertson was in coin- 
puny with Captain Pamphlet and .Mr. 
Mitchell at Nicll ilsoli'a sal oil and th. y 
were having some conversation about dry 
dock mutters, Pamphlet and Robertson 
left, but afterwards returned and found 
bavin and Mitchell still there. The con- 
versation was resumed again and u gen- 
eral light ensued in coilaetpioiicu of which 
Johnstone Robertson received a fracture 
of the skull and was conveyed to th,. 
Lion Brewery, and a day or two after- 
wards died. He pointed out that though 
a man might repel an aasa nil ,yet if he 
did so by blows so violent as to cause 
death ho was guilty of manslaughter, 

Tims. Pamphlet, sworn. - 1 remem- 
ber being at N icholsou a saloon on the 
evening of the "Jlst Am.'.; there was me, 
Koliurtaoii, Mi telle I and Nicholson in the 
first place, and after II or I hours prisoner 
came in; we Wore jawing and talking on 
dry dock and other matters some hours, 
anil drinking all the lime, and got iatn 
harJ words: then bavin came in and join 
eil in; there was a sell tile between me and 
Mitchell; this was after bavin came in; 
the tirat thing L remember seeing was 
Robertson lying at my feet in a pool of 
blood; I washed his face and called a car- 
rias{« anil took him to the bi.ui brewery, 
where he lived; 1 doll'l remember bavin; 
when I was attending to Robertson 1 
thought I saw McNeill's face; Nicholson, 

1 heard say, was behind tlio bar; there 
waa nothing the matter with Robertson 
previously; 1 think before I lie sen UK' that 
in e and Robertson went out, probably 
forsupper; I did not strike Robertson, 
and Mitchell could not have done it, he 
cause he waa lighting with me; the whole 
tiling did not seem to occupy 10 seconds; 
I left Kobertsan in tho chair and got a 
carriage, and Saunders took him to 
Ins Imine at the Lion brewery; he rem irk 
ed that the top of Ins head was Coming 
..if, ami blamed Nicholson, the proprietor 
o| the house, as ho con hi have stopped I he 
l-ow; It was about 11 o'clock when Poller! 
son was taken home; nexl morning 1 saw 
bun; he was very had ami could only 
speak a little; lit.- died oil Thursday or 
Friday. 

To Mr. Davie. 1 arrived with l: ihorl 

son at Nicholson's at '■' in the aftern ; 

Mitchell was there; there was a good 
deal of boasting about jumping, etc., and 
the dry. lock; there was a good deal of 
hard language, as Robertson was abusing 
McNiunee; about 7 o'clock tho stranger 
came ill and took Ins share; it is like a 
dream; the next morning went Lo Nich- 
olson's to lind out all about it, and Ins 
deposition made in the police court was 
probably what ho hail learned in tins 
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loon ; it was 
lighting and jumping; 
more drink after Lav in 
fore; Mr. Robertson 
f rielld i if mine ; he was thou under I 
to keep the peace; I did not hoar Nichol- 
son warning Robcrtsnn that he Would 
forfeit his bonds by Ins behavior. 

Robert Mitchell, sworn. 1 have been 
on and off in this country for one year; 
I have known Robertson ever since I 
came here; 1 met the prisoner some three 
weeks before this occurrence; on the 
Tuesday afternoon I was in Nicholson's 
saloon when Robertson and Pamphlet 
came in before dark; when they came in j 

I said to Robertson it was o to have a j 

drink, and after that each proposed a 
drink in turn; there was no quarrelling 
then; Robertson commenced abusing Mc- 
Nainee, and witness said he should have 
some compassion for linn, and they shook 
hands; then bavin came in and Lhey had 
some more whiskey; bavin said, "doll'l 
be tpiarrel in* about the drydock, it docs j 
not interest me; let us have another 
drink;" Pamphlet and Robertson llien 
went out,, and returned and had some 
conversation, and Pamphlet and Robert- 
son left a second time and came hack and 
renewed the discussion on wrestling and 
jumping; dipt. Pamphlet and witness 
agreed to light; Robertson got oil' his 
coat to light and said he was insulted by 
the stranger, because he said they were 
ton old lo fight; Lavill apologised and 
asked them to have a drink; Nicholson 
told Robertson he waa under bonds; he 
told Nicholson that he was as good a man 
as any of them; the captain then called 
for something more to drink; Nicholson 
did not want lo give us anything none; 

the next thing 1 knew 1 was on the tl ', 

and the captain was hitting nie in the 
face; Robertson and the prisoner were in 
the bur, but I was too busy with the cap 
tain; there was no hard feeling between 
us; I heard Robertson calling prisoner 
bad names; prisoner said, "I don't want 
to hit you, even for §10,000;" I afterward 
saw a basin on the Hour of the room ; I 
asked Robertson what was the matter 
with llini; there was blood on his face 
and eyes; he told mo to mind my own 
eyes; he was then silling in the chair; 
bavin said to Nicholson thai il was nol | 
his fault, ami showed him his forehead 
and mouth, and naked for a glass of brail- 1 
dy; as I was gelling up 1 saw McNeil 
coining in; bavin left before I did. 

Mr. Davie said he would request 
that the jury be asked lo see the promises 
which would be better than '.tie mere 
production of the plan. 



Witnesa. — The plan produced is accur- 
ate; also tho position of tho parties. 
(Witness hero explained the plan to the 
jury and"' afterwards to his lordship.) 
None of us, Pamphlet, or myself or Nichol- 
son ever struck Robertson; the prisoner 
discouraged any quarrelling. 

To Mr. Davie — Tho prisoner had a lump 
on his forhead and blood was coming from 
his mouth. Robcitann weighed L'OOIbs. 
about. There was only one window to 
tho saloon and that was froated; there was 
a coal oil lamp near tho window; no una 
could see plainly from tho street into the 
bai ro.o.n; there was a portion of tho frost 
scratched oil', but a man on the floor could 
nut he seen. 

Thus. Nicholson, sworn — I am tho pro- 
prietor of tho saloon in question, On 
the afternoon of '23rd August Robertson 
and Pamphlet came into my saloon about 
:i p. in j there was Mr. Mitchell and Har - 
ry Booth there; I heard Mr, Robertson 
ask the others to wait while ho went for 
some money ; ho talked about receiving a 
letter from the Duchess of St. Albans; 
when ho came back ho was accompanied 
by (loo. Mills; Robertson seemed to bu 
under tho influence of liquor on return- 
ing; there wore Robertson, Pamphlet, 
Mitchell, Booth, Mills and McCarty; the 
prisoner Lavin came in about o'clock, 
aft or Booth, Mills and MoCarty had luft; 
Robertson, Mitchell and Pamphlet wore 
there; the latter said to Mitchell, concern- 
ing the price of some alone, "I'll fetch 
you to your milk. " Mitchell thought he 
was threatening him; it was the old story 
of the drydock; Mitchell said ho could 
whip any man; bavin came in at (i u'clk 
ami rapped wiiii a cane there was on the 
counter; the others were otl'endod with 
the caile being meddled with, but were at 
last appeased and they all look a drink; 
Mitchell at last wanted to light for fun; 
Pamphlet said he would light for money; 
about 10: '.W Pamphlet and Robertson loft 
and Lavin and the others had a nightcap 
and Robertson and Pamphlet returned; 
Robertson used very bad language and 
utilised McNanieu; Mitchell said ho would 
stand up for him; both took oil' their 
coats; Mitchell, Robertson and Pamphlet 
formed a sort of triangle; 1 tried to hu 
parate tho parties and told Robertson he 
was under bonds; he said he hail cleaned 
out a liar before, but put on his coat; 1 
went behind the bar to wipe a glass when 
bavin was going out, hut Robertson made 
a remark mid called him an abusive name; 
Robertson then struck bavin as he was 
in the act of going out, and knocked him 
up into the corner; before this bavin had 
said, "you are loo old to tight; have a 
good time; tako il drink. " When Lavin 
was struck there were several blows pass- 
ed between them; Mitchell and Pamphlet 
were also lighting; Lavin and Robertson 
struck several tunes; all four went to the 
floor; Robertson fell on the Moor; it may 
have been a blow that hurt him; I saw 
bavin fall mi the lop of him; I heard 
Pamphlet then calling out "have you had 
enough/" nil but Robertson got up; I oh 
served no .striking; I did not see bavin 
striking Robertson on the floor; Mitchell 
and Pamphlet came nor to help Robert- 
3811 Up; he was bleeding profusely; 1 
don't know how the water came there; 
the prisoner lOiiiplaineil he had been 
badly used; bavin, McNeil and Pamph- 
let hail a drink; I have only known La 
v m a short tune; 1 was afraid all the 
while there would be a light between 
Pamphlet and M itchell. 

To Mr. Davie I tried hard to get rid 
of the parties. The prisoner spoke in the 
interests of peace. The grocery depart- 
ment was closed; I did not see McNeil 
during the scuttle, though he was there 
afterwards. Tho hole in the floating of 
the window would not allow parties on 
the Moor to be seen. 

{'. -go McNeil, sworn I work for 

Mr. Bowman as hostler; remember pass- 
ing Nicholson's saloon on night in quea 

t ; 1 lo. ked in through the hole in the 

fl-ostillg; I told Alex, Collier the names of 
those inside, Pamphlet, Nicholson, John- 
stone I'o ihertsoii, M itchell and the st ranger 
whom 1 identify; I saw Lavill make a 
move and pul one arm out toward the 
bar; they then struck and 1 ran in; bavin 
had one knee on I he floor ami was hitting 
Robertson on tlio side of the head, which 
was turned on one side; he was helpless; 
bavin was hitting him fast, 1 think he hit 
iiuii M times; Robertson's head was on the 
li i. r; I saw nothing in his hand, but told 
bavin P. get oil Robertson; he did so, but 
Robertson remained on the floor; 1 and 
Pamphlet raised In in into the chair. 

Mr. Davie objected to any thing I he de- 
ceased hail said being taken. 

lbs lord-hip ruled that whatever Rob- 
ertson said in presence of the prisoner was 
admissible. 

Witness Robertson said nothing but 
swore at Mitchell and used obscene 
language, blood was running from his 
face; Nicholson brought some water 
When Robertson was' on the ground 
Nicholson looked at them. 1 1 e was at I lie 
hack ol Robertson's head; bavin had Rob' 
erUoii by the collar while he was striking 
him , 1 remained a little while; I saw no one 
else si l ike I tobei'tsoll, 

To Mr. Davie I went in when John- 
stone Robertson was knocked down; after 
the row was over Collier and 1 look a 
drink with bavin; Ruberfson was lying 
on hia back when bavin was striking him; 
there was blood running from bavin's 
■in nub. 

Alex Collier I remember the evening 
of the -1st August ami slopped at a 

sal i an Johnson street with McNeil 

who looked through the window and he 
told me Pamphlet, Mitchell, Johnstone 
Robertson and Nicholson were there; 1 
went inside; the parlies were striking; 
Pamphlet and Mitchell were fighting; 
• lohusloni; RulierUon was on the lloorand 
bavin was billing him on the head with 
his hand; McNeil called to bavin to get 
oil' ami ho did. Robertson waa lifted up a 
moment cr two afterwards by McNeil and 
Pamphlet; Mitchell lent assistance; Mc- 
Neil called for water; Nicholson was some 
time in getting it, but when he got il did 
so quickly from behind the bar. R iburt- 
son made the remark that some one had 
put his heel in his eye. bavin called up 
McNeil and myself to have a drink; they 
made no reply ut first but on a second in- 
vitation McNeil, Nicholson and another, 
except Robertson, took a drink. Rob- 
ertson was lying on his face when ho was 
being struck. bavin was kiieel'uj to- 
wards one side striking him. 

i'o Mr. Davie -About three blows were 
struck before .McNeil told Lavill to got 
oil' the man. 

To tho j udge — bavin's mouth was bleed- 
ing. 

McNeil recalled as to Robertson a pusi 
Lion when on the ground, stated he, was 
lying on his hark with his left cheek on 
the floor. 

Mr Davie thought tho jury might now 
visit till) premises. 
| Thu attorney g neral thought that this 

would be better at night. 
I Hia lordship thought that it waa iiiima- 
; terial. The fact of the tusnlo occuring 
j was clear, and also that Robertson struck 
the first blow. The witness did nut de- 
pend mi seeing through the window but 
| went inside. 

The court adjourned at 1 :'M for recess. 



AFTERNOON SITTING . 
On the court re-assembling the case of 
Lavin was resumed. 

Dr. J. C. Davie deposed to having ex- 
amined the the body of deceased; the only 
external marks of violence were on the 
left side uf the face and forehead; wit- 
ness showed the exact position of t he frae- 
tuio which ho stated tube the orbital bone 
over I he right eye; he was of opinion 
that no number of blows, however fre- 
quent , could have produced such a gen- 
eral appearance as thai borne by the luce 
and toiehead of the deceased in conso- 
le which they had 



been subjected; the wound had the up 
poarance uf liaiiug ! i brought in viol- 
ent contact with some hard flat substance; 
the wound would not be called a contused 
one . 

Dr. Harvey corroborated the evidence 
of former witness. 

Thus. Harrison saw witness after the 
occurrence in Jackson's saloon; prisoner 
stated that he "licked" two men and 
could lick twenty more such as they 
were. 

Chas. Pagden. — Conversed with pris- 
oner the day after the occurrence; pris- 
onei said no man should call hint a son 

of a ; he had broken one man's jaw 

and meant to got even with some more of 
tho Britishers before ho got through. 

Oeo. Fairbrothor recollected Robert- 
son being brought homo on tho night of 
the alt'ray; deceased told him he felt him- 
self to be gone in, and as if the whole 
of hia face was going to fall oil'; lie lived 
only three days after making tins state- 
ment. 

The attorney general submitted that 
t ho wolds of Roller! sou were admissible 
as evidence, hut prisoner's counsel said 
that such was Hot the case. His lordship 
concurring with the attorney-general, the 
witness proceeded : 

That aboill I 1 o'clock on the night of 
the 2l!ud Aug, deceased was brought to 
witness' resilience with the left eye closed 
and blood running from Ins ears and ims 
irils; he was in such intense pain that he 
could not heai being handled; it was then 
that he made I lie remark just mentioned; 
deceased became unconscious on the 
morning of the Friday following and ex- 
pired the next night; Dr. Jackson, who 
attended deceased, seemed to think at 
that tune that the Wounds received were 
merely superficial. 

Dr. Wtu. Jnck.-adi - Was called to attend 
Robertson; there was no contusion of the 
skin on the face, though marks of bruises 
were apparent, ; ordered an external d ress- 
nig which he understood hail been ap- 
plied; was called again on tho Thursday 
following and perceived a great change 
in condition of deceased and at mice con- 
cluded that he could nut possibly live; 
witness' impression was that the injury to 
the bare of tho skull was the result of an 
indirect blow , lull with what nature of 
weapon, if any , he could not say ; thought 
a blow I roui a sand bag capable of causing 
the injury. 

The attorney-general said this was thu 
case for I he crown. 

Mr. T D.uie, for the prisoner, said he 
had no w itnussea 1. 1 call. 

The attorney-general then addressed 
t he j ii ry and said that their Verdict should 
del. end more upon the good instructions 
issuing from the bench, than from the 
weight of evidence given before them. 
The facts of the case were, that all the 
witnesses had proved that the prisoner 
struck the deceased man, and that 
none beside the prisoner had done so. In 
the words of a witness, "prisoner felled 
Robertson to the ground, and there struck 
him savagely, repeatedly, and with great 
violence." It was not the intention ol 
the crown to charge the prisoner with 
murder, but manslaughter. The latter 
was only excusable when proved to have 
been justifiable, or to have ensued from 
misadventure. From McNeil they had 
heard that the first blow, which was 
struck by Robertson, was returned by the 
prisoner with great violence, a violence 
that was both unnecessary and unjustifia- 
ble. As the deceased lay prostrate lie 
was again and again struck by the prison- 
er. Why did the latter pursue lus ven- 
geance J If il had been shown that provo- 
cation had been given Robertson for 
making thu remark and striking the blow, 
the charge would have assumed a very 
different complexion. There could in 
this case be no suggestion of misadven- 
ture. The attorney general then ex- 
plained the law relating to homicide, and 
said that unless the killing, of which the 
prisoner was accused, was lawful, he then 
was guilty nf manslaughter. The evi- 
dence distinctly proved that the prisoner 
killed the deceased by striking him a 
heavy blow, by knocking him down and 
further maltreating him so severely as be- 
lay on the ground at the mercy of the 
prisoner that. he shortly died 
from the effects of his injuries. 
Whether he used a weapon or not re 
inaiued io the prisoner's conscience, for 
the evidence stated nothing on this 
point. The prisoner did not act in de- 
fence of Ins own life, and the act was 
therefore unlawful. lie submitted, inas- 
much as the act was unlawful, and inas - 
much as it was distinctly proved that the 
prisoner committed the act, that he was 
therefore guilty of manslaughter, and he 
asked the jury to return a verdict to that 
otl'oct, leaving it to the discretion of tho 
judge t'i determine the sentence . 

Mr. T. Davie, in addressing the jury 
for the defence, asked them tu disabuse 
their minds of all they may have heard 
concerning the mailer. The prosecution 
had thrown in suggestions of a sandbag. 
The Inst he had heard ol this suggestion 
emanated from the fertile imagination of 
the editor of The Coloui.il, m whose paper 
an article appeared headed " Was He 
Sandbagged!" There was u.i foundation 
for such a supposition. The prisoner was 
a stranger and nothing about him was 
known, good or had, and it. was a mere 
matter of accident that he and deceased 
did not occupy reverse positions. The 
learned counsel then touched upon the 
chief features of the case preceding the 
quarrel, dwelling with considerable stress 
uli the intention of Pamphlet and de- 
ceased in reluming to the saloon. On 
receiving as was proved— throe blows 
and the very insulting epithet which was 
applied to him by deceased, tho prisoner 
waa justified in knocking him down. From 
the tunc of this blow Robertson does not 
appear to have moved. Il was reasonable 
to suppose that he struck some hard sub- 
stance in falling, and received tho injury 
which caused his death. The medical 
testimony in this case could not be re- 
conciled with the guilt of the prisoner, 
and the jury should acquit him uf having 
ev inced a desire lo have any trouble with 
the deceased or others present. If the 
jury were of the opinion that death re- 
sulted from injury in falling, or in any 
manner other than from the blows given 
by the prisoner, it would be their duly to 
acquit, him. 

The attorney-general said it, was not 
thu province of the crown to remark upon 
the previous character of the prisoner un- 
til tho defence had attempted to bring the 
matter forward. 

His lordship, in summing up, remarked 
the law distinctly stipulated that no 
man's life should bo taken away with- 



out lawful excuse. He then expatiated 
upon tho circumstances which would ex- 
cuse the act. The want of intention was 
not the point, but whether the prisoner 
was justified in the action which subse- 
quently resulted in the death of deceased. 
The question fertile jury to consider was 
whether the deceased, Johnstone Robert- 
son, came by those' injuries directly or 
indirectly from the act of being struck by 
tho prisoner. If they wuie of this opin- 
ion it was their duly to bring in a ver- 
dict of manslaughter. His lordship said 
that the evidence of the witness Nichol- 
son was contradictory, and hu would not 
advise the jury to place any reliance upon 
it whatever. The evidence of McNeil as 
to the aeulllo was very clear. It differed, 
however, from thai of Collier, the latter 
stating that the deceased fell and lay up- 
on his face, and the former stat- 
ing that the deceased fell Upon 
the back of h ia head and lay upon his 
back. This discrepancy so far from rais- 
ing any doubt as to the truth of the ev i- 
dence of the two witnesses, showed that 
there was no collusion and it was possible 
for both at slightly dill'erent moments to 
huvo aeon the deceased in the positions 
stated. There was no doubt that the de- 
ceased came to his death from the injury 
lo his skull, and if the jury thought thai 
injury resulted from an act, of the pri- 
soner it was then their duty to render a 
verdict of guilty. 

The jury I lion retired and after an ab- 
sence ol three quarrel's of an hour, re 
turned and handed m a verdict to the uf 
feci that they found I he deceased came to 
his death from a fall resulting from a push 
or blow adiiiinis'ered by the prisoner.

Ilia lordship addressing the prisoner 
said, "You are discharged, go and sand- 
bag some of th >so jurymen. They de- 
serve it !"

He 
tilled the pulpit of the Methodist, church 
in this city for a few months, and showed 
great force and ability as an exhorter 
Afterwards ho became a minister at Wul 
llligton, and later a school teacher, batter 
ly he has reported lor several city papers 
and corresponded with others abroad. He 
was well educated and read, amiable ami 
kindly in disposition. In his uiisfartunoH 
he found a few friends who kept him 
from act mil want. II is only fault was 
too little regard for himself and too 
light an appreciation of the great talents 
with which a kind providence had en 
dowed hilll.

A Fatal Ride- 

A sad accident occurred yesterday af- 
ternoon resulting in the death of Bertie, 
second sou of Mr. J. W. Williams, of 
Esquimalt. Tho deceased went out rid- 
ing with a companion, Harry Shakespeare, 
the latter on a' job horse, and Bertie on 
a grey belonging to him. The lads 
had just passed the gates of the Ross Bay 
cemetery, on their way from town, both 
going at a sharp pace when the horse 
ridden by young Williams—who was in 
advance uf his friend— shied at a plank in 
the bridge close by, and in doing so, 
fell, throwing his rider. It happened 
so quickly that Shakespeare, who waa 
close behind, was unable to stop his horse, 
which fell over thu grey and across the 
body of thu prostrate lad, who was picked 
up lifeless. He was carried into tho sex- 
ton's house close by and assistance tele- 
phoned for. The horses meantime had gal- 
loped away in dill'erent directions, but 
were caught before going far. Beyond a 
few bruises Shakespeare was unhurt. Dr. 
Davie, who was summoned, examined 
the body uf little Williams and pronounced 
life extinct. A carriage containing 
Mr. Williams soon arrived on the spot and 
conveyed tho body of the poor little 
lad to his home. On the same horse his 
brother had met with an accident, from 
thoeuects of which he afterwards died, 
and the alllictod father gave orders iasl 
night for the disposal uf the animal, say- 
ing he never wished tu see it again. Ber- 
tie was of an amiable and intelligent dis- 
position and a general favorite with all 
win, knew him and even those who are 
acquainted with tlie parents by little more 
than name, have expressed their deep 
sympathy for them under this heavy 
blow.

TtlK KINO WANTS FEACE, 

London, Si pt. 7. — A private letter 
from Pekin says the king is really in 
favor of a iir-nceahle solution of the 
difficulty with France, while intriguers 
who surround the court are urgent in 
the cry fur war. Prince Koung, of 
tho conservative members of the gov- 
ernment, expresses the opinion that 
war will be the .signal for a number of 
outbreaks in the umpire. The empress 
is reported 10 be fearful for tlie perma- 
nency of the dynasty, and inclined to 
favor such tl measure as would secure 
peace. 

Times, Hongkong: Latest advices 
received from llai -Phong announce 
that the French admiral will block tin- 
ports of Canton ami Panilloi, unless 
Chinese troops are withdrawn from 
the Tonquin frontiers. 

London, Sept. 7. — A Hongkong cor- 
respondent writes that the French 
claim that the Hue treaty and the set- 
tlement of the Tonquin question is not 
the true one, and that France should 
deal with China and not, Annani. 
China alone can open the river. She 
is willing to make it an international 
waterway if the Knrnpean powers and 
America request her Lo do so. This is 
the only possible sol 11 lion of the ques- 
tion at issue. The district of Hair- 
Pong is still flooded, uutl all operations 
are suspended.
